To the inhabitants of the town of Landaff, in the county of 
Grafton, in said state, qualified to vote in town affairs: 


You are hereby notified to meet at the Town Hall, in said 
Landaff, on Tuesday, the 14th day of March next, at nine of 
the clock in the forenoon, to act upon the following subjects: 


Article 1. To choose all necessary town officers for the 
year ensuing. 


2. To raise such sums of money as may be necessary to 
defray town charges for the ensuing year, and make appro- 
priations of the same. 


3. To see if the town will vote to accept State Aid for 
highways, and raise and appropriate money for the same. 


4. To see how much money the town will vote to raise and 
appropriate for the support of the Lisbon District Nursing 
Association. 


5. To see if the town will authorize the selectmen to 
borrow money in anticipation of taxes. 


6. To see if the town will vote a discount on such part of 
taxes as are paid on or before July 15, 1944. 
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7. To raise and appropriate to the White Mountain Region 
Association for its program of advertising, etc., as a part of 
the cooperative investment by regional towns, an amount 
equal to 10 cents per $1,000 of the assessed valuation of the 
town for 1943. 


8. To see if the town will vote to raise and appropriate 
the sum of $400 for control of white pine blister rust. 


9. To see if the town will vote to aid in erecting a perma- 
nent tablet honor roll, to the men and women of Landaff, in 
the military service of the United States, and to raise and 
appropriate not exceeding $100.00 for the same, and to elect 
or appoint a committee as may be necessary. 


10. To transact any other business that may eaty come 
before said meeting.

Superintendent’s Report 


To THE SCHOOL BOARD AND CITIZENS OF LANDAFF: 


The total enrollment in your schools last year was 52. 
The average membership 45.70, and the percent of at- 
tendance 90.09. There were 10 pupils attending Lisbon 
High school. 

The present enrollment on February 1 was 30. There 
are 17 pupils at the Blue school and 13 at Scotland. This 
is 16 less pupils than you had at your schools at the same 
time last year. 
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The Scotland school is taught by Mrs. Helen Danforth 
of Lisbon. The teacher at the Blue school is Mrs. 
Blanche Collins of Lancaster. 

Following the recommendation of last year the Ireland 
school was closed and the pupils transported to the Blue 
school. The substantial saving permits us to recom- 
mend a smaller appropriation this year. 

The ceilings were whitened in both schools and the 
walls of the Scotland school were painted a light green. 
The interior of the Blue School was redecorated. | Light 
‘pleasant interiors help to make better schools. 

Hot lunches have been served in the schools this win- 
ter. i 

I wish to thank the members of the School Board for 
their cooperation during my first year in your district.
